Tue Savitary Board is once more face” 
to face with one of the grotesque ano- | 
malies that characterise iis history from ‘ 
the day it was established. ‘This time it.' 
is the old question ot’ laving a medical 
officer atits command. Here is a Board 
of Heulth, appointed infer alia to detect 
and cope with infectious diseases, and | 
censured in official despatches when a 
plague breaks out unforeseen ; and yet 
this Boord has not atits disposal any 
servant with medical knowledge, who 
can be directed to go and examino cases 
that may be suspected. There are se- 
veral medical officers in the Colony’s 
service—a Colonia! Surgeon, two Medi- 
cal Officers of Health, and the Govern- 
ment Hospital Stufl—but they ore alt 
iudependeut of the Buard, y, when 
the Board wants to do it& duty in the 
tatter of disease, it hag no servant who 
knows diseases. It bas no means what- 
ever to find out for itself whether its 
services are required. 
hundred suspicious cases any da 

amorg the Chinese; they do not call 
in a guilified doctor, they do not court 
official interference by tolling anybody, 
and they may avoid all observation 
until the Colony is in the grip of a 
deadly pestilence. ‘Ihe Board exists 
for the purpose of safeguarding the 
health of the Colony, and bus a staff of 
inspectors on the watels, like detectives; 
but they have no medical training. If 
tha Board comes to know by any means 
that there is a suspicion of infectious 
disease, what can be done? 
as at proseat placed can only send in- 
formation of its suspicions to one or 
other of the Government officials, and 
if they do not choose to act the Board 
is powerless, Even if the officials do 
choose to act, the proces of action is 
clumsy ond unbusineaslike in the ex- 
treme. The only way for the Board to
